H'irst  my  sincere  thanks  for  your  kind  letter  of  -arch  22.  You 
announce  your  comins  for  ..arch  8-12.  It  is  obvious  tliat  you  meant 
April  8-12. 

l^espite  a  series  of  disturbances,  I  am  through  with  two  thirds 
of  the  articles  and  have  the  pleasure  of  summing  up  my  impressions 

as  you  amiably  agreed: 

1  learned  a  lot  and  enjoyed  honesty  and  logical  thinking  along 
with  expert  knowledge,  ilanning  and  all  the  editorial  work  are  excellent 
'/athin  the  complex  concern  of  our  time,  Development  and  Underdevelopment 
are  significant  and  urgent  topics,  but  I  am  not  sure  if  you  will  manage 
to  corrfine  yourself  to  these  themes  strictly.  You  already  had  to  cross 
the  borders,  laorover,  some  further  amplification  may  be  fruitful. 

A  periodical  directly  or  indirectly  connected  with  a  government 
camot  easily  be  in  line  with  bhe  interests  it  is  supposed  to  represent 
and  nevertheless  uncover,  criticize  and  accuse  intrepidly,  both  outside 
and  inside.  You  master  this  delicate  task  by  the  freedom  you  offer  to 
yoiir  contributors,  as  to  iratt  who  made  clean  and  moderate  use  of  it; 
maybe  he  could  even  have  done  more  to  explicate  the  objective  difficulti 
which  correspondingly  ought  to  undergo  a  special  analysis  later.  It  coul 
certainly  be  written  by  the  same  writer. 

As  said  before,  the  authors  I  read  so  far  posses  expert  knowledge 
of  facts  (iiymer,  wood,  i^^anger,  Taylor,  Dobell).  The  reviews  following 
the  articles  have  variable  functions,  completion  being  their  most  valu- 
able purpose.  I  am  not  sure  if  the  reply  of  Taylor  to  Leys  was  inevitabl 
xhere  is,  on  the  other  hand,  some  risk  of  inadequacy,  as  perhaps  with 
the  review  of  the  particularly  significant  paper  of  Gwaltney  which  never 
the^ess  requires  two  completions:  One  is  the  monumental,  in  this  con- 
text greatest  fact  of  the  caste  system  of  India  (whose  analysis  in  "The 
u.an-Made  Hell"  you  probably  read;  in  the  review  it  is  rather  vaguely 
mentioned.  A  motive  in  the  attitude  of  my  Jewish  people  to  its  non-Jewis' 
environment  constitutes  the  other  appropriate  completion.  It  is  an  out- 
come of  the  horrors  that  tortured  many  generations  including  tne  present 
one  and  a  part  of  the  psychological  defence  mechanism  residues  of  which 
are  traceable  also  with  well-to-do  Jews,  in  the  context  of  slave  societi 
mythological  or  quasi-mythological  and  analogous  reactions  of  various 
other  oppressed  and  persecuted  ethnical  groups        (, .t.c.

Actually,  -jou.  iiiay  have  no  special  reason  to  be  interested 
in  my  opinion,  which  apparently  was  the  case  at  first.  It  v;as, 
nevertheless,  lay  belief  in  your  fairness  that  promted  my  response 
to  your  friendly  attitude.
